Washington. Get .22. — (ieoige I* 
Slioup, governor of Idaho, iu his an- 
nual reiiMrt to the seci'etary of the in- 
terior, gives the important provisions 
Of the constitation whioh will be aab- 
mitted to the people for their adoption 
at au election to be held on the ."ith of 
November. Idaho, he states, claims all 
the essentiid tjualitlcatioas n*;oessuiy to 
assume the dignity and responsibility 
of statehood. Tbe steady growth in 
popu^i^ki^ aad taxable property aud 
the lai'ge increase in pi-odactious. the 
yield of valuable metals nearly doubling 
during the post year, all these show, the 
governor thinks, that Idaho is iu the 
line of progress. 

The i'e)>urt states that there are moie 
than '^.i.oiHi people iu Idaho who tire ud- 
herenta of the Alonnon faith. The pop- 
nlattoa of the t«rt it<jry is I t:i,T77. Pol- 
ygamy ia nut ut the present time opt uly 
practiued ill the territory, but the gov- 
ernor ^ttys that it is practici'd secre;ly 
to a limited extent there seems to l>e no 
Jonbt as indiutments are found in 
nearly every term of the ooiiri Indd, 
kud a number of oonvictiuua have 
been made. He states, however, 
that he has reason to believe riiat a di- 
visiou oi seutimeut is spriugiug up iu the 
ohurchou the subjei^t oi tiie practice of 
polygamy. Under the uousiitution poly- 
gamy will be prohibited, aud the inser- 
uon of tuia provision may be regarded 
as tlie expression of the voice of the' 
peopl ■ of ine territory ou this subject I 

'ihe allotment of laud under the sev- 
eralty aut to the Indiana, the governor 
says, is progresaing satistactoiily aud 
with little «>ppusition on the iMU't of the j 
ludiuiis. While the profits of the oattle 
groweta have been redneed rsoantly, • 
owing tu the prevailing Ipw prioes for 
beef cattle ia the eastern market he 
saya, there ia a fln»t«mltkll to those 
engaged in the bo tfaiu ia. ' ' 

Pr ip.l;'iii|| Kconuaav. 
Wahhixoton, Oot ii. - Numerous ap- 
plications have been made to the secre- 
tary of the treasury for the iiodtiou ot 
inspector of foreign vessels at the ditler-
